The Israeli Labor Party 
intended to lodge a sharp protest 
to the Socialist International for 
inviting Arafat and rejected such 
contacts. 

In an interview with “Die 
Pres, ” however, Kreisky seemed 
to have anticipated such protests. 

“This will harm me as much as 
my visit with (Egyptian President 
Anwar) Sadat or that I was the 
first (Western statesman) to travel 
to East Germany,” Ik said. 

Sadat and Kriesky have met 
several times. A year ago Kreisky 
arranged a meeting between Sadat 
and Peres in Austria. 

The Austrian Chancellor added 
be personally could not see a com- 
prebenshns solution in the Mkkfie 
East without the United Nations 
and, by the same token, without 
the Soviet Union.

Saudi Arabia, Libya rap treaty 



RIYADH, July 7 (SPA) — 
Saudi Arabia and Libya reiterated 
their rejection of the peace treaty • 
between Egypt and Israel, saying 
it ignored the rights of the Palesti- 
nian people and was inconsistent 
with Arab and Muslim aspirations 
and the Arab League Charter. 

This was stated in a joint com- 
munique Saturday at the end of 
Libyan leader Moammar Qad- 
daffs official visit. Qaddafi left 
for Sanaa, the same day after visit- 
ing the Prophets Mosque in 
Medina and performing the Minor 
Pilgrimage. 

The two countries reaffirmed 
their determination to strive for 
die realization of Arab and Mus- 


lim aspirations and to work for a 
unified Arab stand to meet the 
challenges and the dangers of 
Zionism, the communique said. 

They also reiterated their abso- 
lute support for the just struggle of 
the Palestinian people under die 
leadership of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization and their rieht 
to return to their homeland to set 
up their own state. 

They called for the liberation of 
all the occupied Arab territories, 
including the holy city of 
Jerusalem, and stressed the need 
to carryout the resolutions of the 
Bahgdad Arab summit after 
Camp David and those made by 


the Arab ministers of foreign 
affairs and economy after the 
peace treaty. 

The two sides agreed to develop 
bilateral relations in every poss- 
ible way for their mutual benefit 
and that of all Arabs and Muslims. 

They reviewed the situation in 
Africa and reaffirmed their sup- 
port for the struggle of the African 
people for independence and their 
right to self-determination, 
strongly condemning racial dis- 
crimination of all kinds. They 
stressed the importance of AJro- 
Arab cooperation and African 
support for Arab causes, espe- 
cially for Palestine. 


PLO challenges U.S . on talks 


BEIRUT, July 7 (Agencies) — 
A senior Palestinian leader chal- 
lenged the United States Saturday 
to enter into an “open or secret” 
dialogue with the Palestine liber- 
ation Organization. 

“It is the United States who is 
refusing a dialogue with the 
PLO” said PLO's second in 

co mman d Salah Khalaf, “ A< far an 

we .are concerned, we are ready 
anytime to begin a dialogue with 
the American administration." 

Khaiflf code name Abu lyad, 
said however the Unfed States 
was out to “slaughter the Palesti- 
nian people with a cold knife. 
Therefore it remains the number 
one enemy of the Palestinian peo- 
ple” 

In an interview with Beirut's 
newspaper “As Safir,” Khalaf 
accused die Carter administration 
of encouraging Israel to scalate a 
war against Palestinians in Leba- 
non. 

He warned that Israel might 
invade U.N.-polked southern 
Lebanon anew and even drive east 
to overrun the Bekaa Valley and 
strike at the bulk of Syria’s 
peacekeeping forces in Lebanon. 

The Syriars maintain 22,000 
troops in Lebanon to police a 
31-month-oWiova war armistice. 

Tension rims high between 
Syria and Israel following their 
first air battle m five years that 
flared oversoutb Lebanon 10 days 
ago. 

The Syrians have since put then- 
air defense system on alert and 
vowed to intercept any future 
Israeli air raid on Palestinians in 


Lebanon despite warnings not to 
do so from Israeli Prime Minister 
Men ahem Begin. 

Khalaf said he was against 
“involving Syria in a premature 
battle” with Israel in Lebanon, 
because “Syria should retain the 
option of {ticking the right time 
and area for combat.” 

Khalaf described as “politically 
i&rterate” the American represen- 
tative at the Palestinian autonomy 
talks between Israel and Egypt, 
Robert Strauss. 

Khalaf said Strauss was chosen 
for the job by the Carter administ- 
ration “just because he is a Jew 
and thus can extract some insignif- 
icant concessions from Israel to 
satisfy (Egyptian President 
Anwar) Sadat.” 

But Strauss is totally illeterate, 
politically and otherwise, as far as 
the Middle East question is con- 
cerned. One can' t possibly debate 
the issue with him logically, 
because he is not familiar with it,” 
said Khalaf

^Earlier, Desai . said that India 
opposes Egypt’s expulsion. Both 
countries were among the first to 
join the nonaligned movement. 

Rafael, who arrived here earlier 
Friday, handed Desai a letter from 
President Fidel Castro which 
reportedly contained assurance 
that Cuba would make no effort to 
change the essential nonaligned 
principles at the Sept 7-9 summit 

The spokesman quoted Desai as 
telling Rodriguez: “Mutual suspi- 
cions, rivalries and hostility 
among nations will disappear only 
after the military blocs were dis- 
mantled and all countries became 
nonaligned.” 

Rodriguez and Indian 
External Affairs Minister AJL 
Vajpayee expressed hope that the 
Havana summit would not be a 
“battle ground” between those 
who wish to preserve the present 
character of the movement and 
those who want to change it the 
spokesman said. 


Strauss, Fahd meet 


RIYADH, July 7 (Agencies) — 
Special U.S. envoy to the Middle 
East talks Robert Strauss arrived 
here Saturday from Amman. 

Strauss was to meet Crown 
Prince Fahd Saturday night 
according to the Saudi Press 
Agency. 

He delivered a message from 
President Carter to King Hussein 
of Jordan during a four-day visit to 

Amman 

The contents of the message 
were not disclosed but they were 
believed to concern bilateral rela- 
tions and foe latest Middle East 
developments. 

Strauss and King Hussein 
talked for almost two hours.. 
Speaking to reporters after foe 
meeting, Strauss said foe talks 
covered a range of issues. 

“ The King presented his pers- 
pective on the peace initiative and 
the areas of agreement and disag- 
reement, discussed the relation- 
ships in this part of the world. He 
asked for nothing and I asked for 
nothing. He volunteered, really, 
nothing and I volunteered 
nothing.” 

A Jordanian official spokesman 
said King Hussein reiterated his 
country’s position on foe Middle 
East issue, which stressed its 
national obligations and adher- 
ence to the general Arab position. 

Meanwhile, Jordan's chief of 
the Royal Cabinet Sharif 
Abdul-Hamid Sharaf said on tele- 
vision here, that a dialogue bet- 
ween the Arabs and the West was 
necessary for solution of the Mid- 
dle East problem. 

He said the Arabs most make 
two priorities for the — preserva- 
tion of a united front and an 
increase in their own strength. 

“ These two priorities should be 
the basis of relations with foe 
entire world,” he said.

“ My comrades know that I per- 
sonally did nothing to get the 
office I have. Neither have I done 
nor will I do anything to keep it,” 
said Berlinguer, who has headed 
the Communist Party for the past 
seven years.

WASHINGTON, July 7 (R) — 
The United States has announced 
postponement of the planned sale 
of 50 F-5E fighter- bombers to 
Egypt- 

State Department officials said 
Saudi Arabia had refused to pro-

being. The plane's manufacturer, 
Northrop, had been told to seek 
other customers for the planes, 
they said. 

Officials described the post- 
ponement the biggest angle Arab 
reprisal action against Egyptian 
president Anwar Sadat since he 
concluded a peace treaty with 
Israel in March. 

Saudi Arabia joined other Arab

The chief Egyptian negotiator. 
Prime Minister Mustapha Khalil, 
told a news conference that the 
statement announcing foe work- 
ing groups constituted the agenda 
for the talks. 

The statement said working 
groups to deal with other issues 
could be set up in future. 

Strauss, in answer to press 
prompting, described the agree- 
ment as a breakthrough- 

The joint conference statement 
said the first working group would 
deal with elections and other 
related issues, while the second 
would cover “powers and respon- 
sibilities and other related issues." 

Israel is prepared to offer the 
Palestinians only a very limited 
self-rule while Egypt wants them 
to have broad political, legislative 
and juridical rights as a first step to 
independence. 

The Palestinians themselves are 
boycotting the talks which they' 
call a device to perpetuate Israels 
hold over die territories.

TEL AVIV, July 7 (Agencies) 
— Four perrons were killed and 
10 wounded Saturday when an 
explosion rocked the Arab village 
of Kafr Man da in northern Israel, 
the state radio reported. 

Two men and children were 
among those wounded by the blast 
in a house in the village about 12 
kilometers north of Nazareth, the 
radio said. 

No further details were 
immediately available as police 
investigated the cause of the 
explosion. 

Also three French tourists were 
wounded Friday when a bomb 
exploded on a hill overlooking 
Jerusalem's old city, a police 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the two 
women and a man were standing 
with their tour group near a 
monument in the CStys east sector 
when the. bomb exploded. They 
were struck in the legs by shrapnel ' 
from the blast, be said. 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) claimed 
responsibility for the explosion in 
Jerusalem. 

A spokesman for foe PLO’s 
high military command in Beirut 
said in a statement an under- 
ground squad of the movements 
“interior forces acting inside 
occupied Palestine planted the 
bomb in a restaurant at the Old 
City of Jerusalem.” 

The bomb, the spokesman said, - 
“exploded on time, inflicting 
damage in foe restaurant and 
demolishing a police car parked 
nearby.” 

Meanwhile Israeli troops staged 
raids into southern Lebanon 
Saturday and Friday, killing two 
Palestinians and capturing two 
others, a mili tary spokesman said. 

The raids were on foe villages of 
Majdel Selem, about seven 
kilometers west of foe Israeli bor- 
der and Kantare, close to a United 
Nations controlled sector. 

No specific reason for the raids’ 
was given, although Israeli leaders 
have repeatedly stated that- Israel 
would take any action deemed 
necessary to uproot Palestinians 
from South Lebanon. 


In Damascus, Syria accused 
Israel and its right-wing Lebanese 
Christian allies of planning a 
major escalation of violence 
against Palestinians in Lebanon 
and yowed air and land retalia- 
tion. 

The Syrian government news-

Jeddah groans under high rents 


JEDDAH, July 7 — Over the 
past three years an apartment has 
been an elusive dream for many. 
Now that ‘For Renf signs are at 
last appearing, the cost per month 
is prohibitive. Only foreigners can 
afford to live in the so-called 
deluxe fiats now on the market. 


“Al- Medina” reported Satur- 
day dial one . Salem Ali Al- 
Yunbawi has been looking for an 
apartment for the past 18 months. 
Recently, he found a two-room 
which costs him over SR2.000 a 
month. 


There are all too many simil a r 
stories. In one area of Jeddah, 
there are 15 people living in a 
three-room apartment that is 
rented for SR400. The lease was 
signed ten years ago. 

There are now an estimated 150 
founding s of 20 apartments each 


and a p pr oxi m ately 1,200 bouses 
on Jeddah’s real estate market. 

But their rents are so high that 
ordinary people cannot afford to 
move in. Many landlords demand 
a frill year’s rent in adavance and 
often find it more profitable to 
leave their buildings vacant until 
rich tenants snap them op. 

In Jeddah recently, eight ten- 
ants refused to leave a condemned 
b nfldmg because it taken them so 
long to find a place to live. 

Another problem is the rapid 
increase in sub-letting. Many peo- 
ple take out leases on an entire 
foiiMing and sub-let the apart- 
ments at exorbitant rates. 

The Real Estate Development 
Fund contributes SR30.000 to die 
cost of budding a block of flats. 
Added to this advantage is the fact 


that landlords are not subject to 
any form of rent controL 

According to one recent survey 
quoted by “ Al- Medina” , there are 
now about 75 buddings in Jeddah 
about to come on the market Of 
these, 30 will not be habitable 

until water and electricity are con- 
nected. The owners of these build- 
ingsare expected to follow the 
general preference for the 
moneyed foreigner over the 
poorer Saudi. 

The scarcity and high cost of 
flats is also an intolerable burden 
on young married couples. Many 
are forced to fore separately while 
the search for a home goes on, 
often with no end in sight Isam 
Adrian, a 27-year-old Jeddah 
man, has been married for three 
years and has yet to find a place to 
live.

WASHINGTON, July 7 
(Agencies) — President Anas- 
tasio Somoza of Nicaragua said 
Friday he was ready to resign and 
that the time of his departure was 
up to the United States, the 
“Washington Post” reported. 

“I am like a tied donkey fighting 
with a tiger” Somoza said. 

Somoza has offered the United 
States his resignation “provided ... 
the institutionality of the National 
Guard” and his liberal Party are 
guaranteed and there is an orderly 
transition of power. 

But Somoza admitted he was 
“in no position now to impose 
anything. I am not negotiating." 

He believed bis wishes would be 
met because they were also in the 
interests of the United States, 
which wants to avoid a coup by 
more radical elements allied with 
the Sandinista National Libera- 
tion Front 

Somoza acknowledged an 
agreement with the United States 
in which his resignation is being 


postponed while U.S. and Latin 
American diplomats and mem- 
bers of the moderate Nicaraguan 
opposition negotiate with a 
guerrilla-backed provisional gov- 
ernment junta. 


If the five-member junta can be 
persuaded to add at least two 
more politically conservative 
members, and Somoza agrees it is

Russian diplomat claims 
Canada bugged embassy 


OTTAWA, July 7 (R) — A 
Soviet diplomat Friday accused 
Canadian police of bugging the 
Soviet Embassy and the missions 
of other Socialist countries in 
Ottawa. 

The charge came amidst a con- 
troversy over surveillance of fore- 
ign diplomatic missions by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
(RCMP). 

The Canadian Press News 
Agency quoted Igor Lobanov as 
saying the embassy had proof of 
bugging but did not give further 
details. 


General Michael Dare, head of 
the RCMP Security Sendee, was 
questioned about the bugging of 
embassies this week by a Royal 
commission investigating alleged 
RCMP misdemeanors. 

He said such activities might 
violate an international treaty pro- 
tecting diplomatic missions and 
made no admission that any had 
been bogged by the RCMP. 

Solicitor General Allan Lawr- 
ence said Thursday he had not 
been asked by the RCMP to 
authorize the bugging of embas- 
sies.

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Voyager to study riddle 
of Jovian moon Europa 
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PASADENA, California July 7 
(AP) — As the, photographs of 
Jupiter are beamed back to Earth 
from Voyager 2 scientists expect 
the star of the show to be Europa, 
one of the giant planet's moons. 

“ Europa is the one we know the 
least about,” project scientist 
Edward Stone said. “That’s the 
missing link in our knowledge of 
Jupiter’s moons.” 

The planet’s most distinctive 
feature, a red spot about three 
times the size of die Earth, shows 
some as yet unexpected changes in 
the cloud formations in die area. 

The Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
scientists are as interested in Jupi- 
ter's moons as in the planet itself 
because, as Stone says, “They are 
like a miniature solar system.” 
Jupiter has 1 3 moons. The Voy- 
ager I spacecraft got a good look at 
three of the four major ones — 
Callisto, Io, and Ganymede. Voy- 
ager 2 will take pictures of the 
dark sides of Ganymede and Cal- 
listo 

The first Voyager’s surprising 
discovery of volcanoes on lb 
prompted scientists to change 
Voyager 2’s program to include 10 
hours around Io in hopes of film- 
ing an eruption. Io and Earth are 
the only bodies in the solar system 
known to have active volcanoes. 
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But the mystery is Europa, and' 
Voyager 2’s photographs — to be. 
taken Monday when the spacec- 
raft is closest to both Europa and 
Jupiter — will show 10 times the 
detail as earlier photographs. 

The 1,800-pound Voyager 2, 
more than half a bfltion mites from 
Earth after a voyage that began in 
August 1977, will follow its sister 
ship to Saturn after the Jupiter 
visit.

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PEKING, July 7 (AP) — The 
United States and cwn» Saturday 
signed a broad, three-year trade 
agreement that provides most- 
favored-nation status and can* for

ment of trade." 

The agreement was signed by 
Ambassador Leonard Woodcock 
and Chinese Foreign ^ Trade Minis- 
ter Li Zhiang (U Chiang) at the 
Great Hall of toe People. 

The agreement opens the way 
to full economic relations between 
the two nations and makes die 
United States competitive with 
Japan and Europe for the Chinese 
market. 

The accord must be ratified by 
Congress. It is not certain when 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter will 
submit the document to the law- 
making body. 

Administration sources have 
said that a U.S.-China trade pact 
by itself might have enough votes 


in Congress, but they are uncer- 
tain whether it would cause prob- 
lems if submitted before an 
agreement with die Soviets.

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PLO GESTURE 


One of the arguments put forward privately by Americans in 
defense of the administration’s decision not to deal with the PLO is 
the political risk any administration would be running if the organiza- 
tion derides to capitalize on the overtures in a propaganda campaign 
thar would depict Washington "capitulating” to the PLO. 

While, such fears are understandable, they are unfounded. First 
and foremost, the PLO's interest lies in a just and equitable solution 
to the Middle East question, and not in scoring tactical propaganda 
victories. To believe that the PLO would be willing to forego a peace 
prospect in favor of propaganda is a very limited and unrealistic view. 
The PLO has often expressed its readiness to open a dialogue with 
the United States, and the latest call for opening negotiations with 
Washington came from Abu Iyad who reaffirmed that “as far as we 
are concerned, we are ready anytime to begin a dialogue with the 
American administration.” 

Although Abu Iyad went on to accuse the American administra- 
tion of refusing such a dialogue, he avoided putting any pre- 
conditions on possible future talks. 

The image of the PLO in the West in general and in the U.S. in 
particular is that of a terrorist organization — a misconception fueled 
by a press highly sympathetic to Israel. But administration officials 
know better. The PLO is essentially a political organization with a 
military wing. And although it has indulged in acts of violence, its 
history reveals that violence was a last resort when political efforts 
ran their course. To shun the PLO as a terrorist organization is the 
attitude that would make the PLO turn to desperation and more 
violence. Violence for its own sake was never a line advocated by the 
PLO. There are few people around who can put forth a better 
argument against violence than the Palestinians having been its vic- 
tims for decides. 

The U.S. can rest assured that the PLO’s interest in a peaceful 
solution exceeds that of any other party, and if the U.S. believes that 
the Palestinians favor shedding more Palestinian blood when their 
aspirations can be realized at the negotiating table, it would be 
committing a tragic error. Like Americans, or any other people, the 
Palestinians prefer life to death. 

The latest call to Washington to open a dialogue is an expression 
of hope and faith in the power of reason, and reflects a willingness on 
the part of the Palestinians to lay down the gun if reason promises to 
be a better instrument. 

It is hoped that the U.S. will appreciate the sincerity of the 
gesture and grasp the one opportunity that can mean the success or 
failure of its peace crusade. 


Soviets worry about 
Iran’s new policies

MOSCOW— 

For the first time since the overthrow of the Shah, the 
Soviet Union has directly criticized Iran and expressed con- 
cern that the government there may be preparing to re-align 
itself with the United States. The platfbnn for the attack 
was a commentary by Tass, written by Vladimir Govorov and 
published prominently in the main foreign news page of 
"Pravda” recently. 

The article criticised a television interview in which Iran's 
Deputy Minister of Internal Affairs accused the Soviet Union 
of interfering in Baluchistan and wanting a warm water port in 
the Gulf. The Soviet commentator asked: 44 What is concealed 
behind such absurd inventions? Incompetence or a provoca- 
tive ploy?” 

Russia has become extremely sensitive about Iranian 
developments in recent days because of two factors. 

The first is Iranian involvement in support for opponents 
of the Moscow-backed Taraki regime in Afg h a ni sta n . The 
second is tension between Iran and Iraq, which embarrasses 
Moscow. 

Russians are confused by contradictory Iranian state- 
ments about relations with the Soviet Union. For instance, the 
Soviet Union has neither reported nor commented on the 
warning by Ayatollah Khomeini to the Soviet Ambassador in 
Tehran that Russia should abandon Afghanistan. 

Yet Iran’s new Ambassador to Moscow, Muhammad 
Mokri, a dose associate of Khomeini, never tires of making 
statements in Moscow and Tehran about the good relations 
between the two countries. 

His panegyrics are often accompanied by praise for the 
role played by the Soviet Union in preventing possible Ameri- 
can military intervention against the revolutionary forces 
when they were still seeking to overthrow the Shah. 

The Tass commentary amounts to a warning to the Ira- 
nian leaders that they cannot go on indulging in anti-Soviet 
campaigns and still expect Soviet friendship — (OFNS) 



The future of Greece: New worry for NATO

ATHENb — 

NATO countries are keeping a wary eye on the 
political plans of the /2-year-old Greek Prine 
Minister Constantine Karamanlis. 

If he should stand down fro-n the pre niership, as 
see ns likely, he night open the way for an election 
victory by Andreas Papandreous Panhelienic 
socialist Party. That, in turn, could bring Greek 
withdrawal fro n the alliance, not to nention its 
newly negotiated nenebership of the Con non 
Market. 

The decision Kara nan I is nust make is whether 
to accept the Presidency in May 1 980. If he doe»so, 
and thus quits active politics, it is unlikely that his 


New De nocracy Party will win the subsequent gen- 
eral election, due before the end of 1981. 

The most likely result would be a Parliament 
without an absolute majority. But tbereis a possibil- 
ity that Papandreou's Socialists could win. After all, 
they shook the Greek political world by taking 92 
seats in the 197/ election against the New Democ- 
rats' 1 / J, and the ruling party has lost a lot of 
popularity since then. 

Everything Karamanlis is for, Papandreou is 
against. Papandreou says that “when we take 
power” there will be a referendum on membership 
of the EEC and he is confident that the people will 
vote it down. 

That is rather unlikely if foe issue is kept to foe 
Conmon Market. But if it becomes entangled with 


NaTO me noeiship, the outcome is far less certain. 

On the other hand, Papandreou has probaDiy lost 
popularity by his decision to boycott the parliamen- 
tary debate on the ratification of access to the EEC. 
This high-handed derision, while thoroughly 
'characteristic, has annoyed the Greek people, who 
feel deprived of a grand debate. 

Karamaniis's premiership has been a success 
story so far — restoration of democracy, solution of 
the problem of the monarchy, the making of demo- 
tic Greek the official language of State (instead of 
the archaic written language used until recently), 
the reorganization of the armed forces, the joining 
of the EEC. 

By staying in office during the difficult times 
ahffari which could bring diplomatic setbacks in 


Cyprus and the Aegean, he risks failure Decause the 
decisions on these matters do not rest primarily with 
him. 

The latest developments in Cyprus are not 
encouraging. Talks which were supposed to be 
“carried out in a continuing and sustained manner, 
avoiding any delay" appear to have broken down. 

Papandreou’s patriotic feelings over Cyprus, are 
sure to take advantage of any Karamanlis initiative 
that collapses. * 

Earlier this month, the Archbishop of Cyprus 
said Karamanlis had told him that he would not end 
his political career until the problems of the island 
were solved. But, as 1980 approaches, the Greek 
Premier may find the option of the Presidency 
increasingly attractive. — (OFNS) 


The Kennedy advantage: Will it hold up next year?

WASHINGTON - 

Sea. Edward Kennedy’s 2-to-l lead over Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter in public opinion polls appears 
to exaggerate bis potential strength as a presidential 
candidate, a “Washington Post” poll indicates. 

Much of Kennedy’s support, the poll suggests, 
comes from .people who hold positions on issues 
that are almost diametrically opposed to the posi- 
tions held by the Massachusetts senator. 

If he became a candidate, a good bit of that 
support could be expected to disappear. Nonethe- 
less, Kennedy would still bold a sizable lead over 
the president at the outset of any contest between 
them. 

Twenty-three per cent of those polled supported 
Carter and 46 per cent supported Kennedy. But 
Kennedy was favored by an even higher percentage 
of people who want to cut taxes, get tough with the 
Soviet Union and slown the pace of integration. 

Kennedy, an outspoken liberal also outpolled 
Carter by 22 percentage points among those who 
called them selves conservative Democrats. 

Another indication that Kennedy's popularity is 
unrelated to issues came over the question of a 
government-sponsored health program. Kennedy, 
the author of legislation for national health insur- 
ance, polled as well among people who opposed 
such a program as among those who favor one. 

Polling authorities offer three explanations on 
why issues have such little .bearing on Kennedy’s 
standing in the' polls. Voters don't care about the 
issues, and, most important. Kenned/ s celebrity 
status, and the image of Camel ot it invokes, over- 
rides other considerations. 

"Teddy Kennedy is a movie star. People are 
responding to him just tike they would to Jimmy 
Stewart or Robert Redford.” said Gary Orren, an 
associate professor of government at Harvard Uni- 
versity who assists the "Post” in its national polls. 

"There’s an artificiality to his lead,'’ Orren 
added. "There would be an erosion if he were sub- 
jected to the rijgprs of a campaign.” 


That same statement, in only slightly different 
form, was echoed repeatedly in interviews with a 
series of the nations leading political pollsters, 
a cademics cam p aign consultants, including 
those who worked closely with the 1976 campaigns 
of Ronald Reagan, Gerald Ford, and Jimmy Carter. 

Just how much erosion is uncertain. “ Right now, 
Kennedy has the best of all worlds," said Robert 
Teeter, a respected Republican pollster. "He can 
pick his issues. He can do it without answering any 
of the negatives. In a campaign ir would be a differ- 
ent situation.” 

Nevertheless, he said, "my inclination is that 
Kennedy would beat Carter if they went head to 
head.” 

Kennedy has consistently said he won't be a can- 
didate for the 1980 Democratic nomination if Car- 
ter runs. But polls by George Gallup, Louis .Harm 
and other organizations have shown him to be 
favored over Carter about 2 to 1 , a finding similar to 
that of the new "Washington Post” poll. 

In addition to finding that Kennedy gets support 
from people who seem opposed to him on issues, 
the “Post” poll found Kennedy benefits from a 
backlash against Carter’s handling of the nation’s 
economic and energy problems. More than half of 
the Democrats interviewed in the survey gave the 
president a negative rating on both counts. 

Kennedy was favored 82 to 12 per cent over 
Carter by those who don’t tike the way the president 
has handled the economy and by 79 to 16 per cent 
by those who disapprove of his energy policies. 

Carter outpolled Kennedy 60 to 39 per cent 
among the minority who tike the president’s energy 
programs, and by 61 to 37 per cent among those 
who approve of the way he has handled the 
economy. 

Carter’s perceived successes in foreign policy, 
however, haven’t helped him much, according to 
the "Post” polL It shows that 62 per cent of those 
interviewed think he is doing a good job in this area, 
but this same group favors Kennedy as a presiden- 
tial candidate, 55 to 43 per cent 

The president has similar problems among those 


who think highly of his overall performance. 
Among those wim give Carter an overall job rating 
of seven on a scale where 10 is ideal, only 30‘per 
cent favor his reelection over Kennedy. 

This hits at the heart of Carter’s problem with 
Kennedy. Simply put, the president is judged 
harshly on his perceived failures, but he is not get- 
ting political credit for bis successes. Kennedy isn't 
judged by the same standard, the " Post” poll indi- 
cates. Write House aides have said as much for 
months. 

The "Posts” findings were part of a larger poll of 
voter attitudes toward the 1980 race. A total of 
1,808 persons were interviewed by telephone in the 
poll. Of that total, 750 identified themselves as 
Democrats. 

Carter’s position in the polls, of course, may 
change by next year. Few tilings are as fluid as 
presidential politics, or the American public 1 s fick- 
leness in judging its presidents. Then, too, there are 
few solid signs that Kennedy intends to become a 
candidate. 

ft is also instructive to note that a July, 1975, 
Gallup poll found Kennedy leading the next highest 
democratic presidential contender, Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace, by 27 percentage points, and then 
President Ford by 24 points. A year later, Jimmy 
Carter of Georgia, who didn't even show up on the 
1975 poll, was the Democratic nominee for presi- 
dent. 

Many political scientists, bold that presidential 
races are decided oh the judgment voters make of 
foe record and leadership of the incumbent, and not 
on (he promises of the challenger. This currently 
works against Carter. The complaint most voiced 
about trim by those polled was that he was a poor, 
leader. Among those people interviewed who said 
they place a premium on leadership, Kennedy out- 
polled Carter* 3 to 1. 

Kennedy also has an unusually strong' base 
among influential groups in the Democratic Party. 
In “Post” interviews of Democrats, he outpolled 
Carter 70to 27 per cent among liberals, 71 to 28 per 
cent among blacks, 71 to 23 per cent among union 


members and their famines. 

Kennedy is a liberal and has been closely iden- 
tified with positions favored by organized labor and 
civil rights groups. 

It is more difficuitto understand why he outpoils 
Carter among those who think of themselves as 
conservatives. Kennedy, for example, outpoils Car- 
ter 5 to 1 among persons who think racial integra- 
tion is moving too fast. 

Although Kennedy repeatedly has challenged 
Carter’s efforts to control government spending, 
Kennedy outpoils the president 52 to 18 per cent 
among those who think taxes should be cut even if it 
means putting off other programs, and 57 to 38 per 
cent among those who think the government must 
have a more balanced budget even if that means 
spending less money on health and education. 

“Kennedy’s appeal is not related to issues,” says 
Republican pollster and strategist Teeter. “If s a 
personal perception. And in politics, perception is 
reality.” 

“There is a mystique about him. He has inherited 
it,” says Seymour Martin Upset, a Stanford Univer- 
sity sociologist and political scientist “If s the fam- 
ily thing, the glamor, the assassinations, everything. 
Plus, it has been clear for a long trine that most 
people think the country is in real trouble. 

"Thertfs a feeling that we’ve had bad leaden for 
some time. Nixon, Johnson and Carter are all 
regarded- as disasters by many people,” he added. 
“What people are looking for is a leader. So when 
they do this they return to the Kennedy years, and 
the aura about the Kennedys.” 

Richard Wirthlin, Republican Ronald Reagan’s 
pollster, says, "the bottom Une is float people vote 
on their feelings toward a person rather than bow 
they line up on issues, especially at this stage of the 
game. But there's no doubt in my mind that Ken- 
nedy* s support would be narrowed considerably if 
he became a formal candidate. 

“ You have to remember the same thing that 
benefited Carter in 1976: those who were most 
confused on where he stood on issues were his 
strongest supporters.” — (WP)

As this is not incom- 
patible with American policy, the 
prospects for a meaningful peace 
in the region remain as grim as 
ever. 


"Israel's rejection of Palesti- 
nian right — shared by the U.S. — 
and the increasing tempo of 
American threats create a serious 
situation and threatens the peace 
and stability of the nations in the 
whole region,” the paper said. 
“ But whatever happens, and how- 
ever savage American threats 
might become, the Arabs know 
their way quite well and will con- 
tinue to fight for their rights at ail 
costs and with all tbe power and 
resources at their disposal.” 
Commenting on (he Interior 
Minister’ s visit to the Republic of 
China Al-BUad said it is part of 
the Saudi government’s drive to 
coasolidate relations with friendly 
countries.

Computer portrait of King Kfaated

DHAHRAN — A young 
Indian computer operator, Syed' 
AzmatuHah, has come up with a 
scheme for producing what he 
claims would be counterfeit-proof 
currency notes and postage 
stamps — by computer. 

AzmatuHah, 29, is a “computer 
artisT. Not for him the painter's 
smock, the easel and paint- 
splattered palette. His art is cre- 
ated sitting pressing buttons on a 
gleaming and expensive compu- 
ter. lYadfitional artists may sneer, 
but to Azmatullah and other 


devotees of the craft, what, they 
produce really is art. 

Lines, colors and shades'are cal- 
culated in terms of “imput” . First, 
the computer artist punches out a 
series of cards. For an average pic- 
ture measuring 11 by 8 inches, be 
makes 65 cards. Each card directs 
the computer to print a row of 80 
characters. For each picture the 
artist has 5,200 spaces to fill, or to 
leave blank. This punching out can 
take up to six hours. 

■ The computer artist most then 
make 'a program which tells the 
ever-obliging computer to read 
and print Off the cards, to produce 


the final product. This takes only 
seconds. More copies of the 
finished work can be run off at the 
rate of one every 30 seconds. 

All this takes timeand patience, 
since the method is one of trial and 
error. If the artist wants one area 
darker, the hair of his subject in a 
portrait, for example, he can 
overprint the lines, or rows. 

Overprinting; or the selection of 
dense characters — r such as tire 
percentage symbol — creates a 
dark effect. The use of white space 
or sparse characters — such as a 
full stop — creates a light effect. 
The density of the characters pro-

NEW YORK— One blustery 
day during Worid War H, June 
Willock was sitting on the deck of 
a rocky little boat, returning to 
mainland Britain from the Stilly 
Isles. She was wearing battle-dress 
and clutching a bunch of daffodils. 

With eyes closed and teeth 
clenched she was silently praying, 
“Please, don't let me? be sick.” ; 
Suddenly she became aware of an 
American army officer trying to 
strike up conversation with her. 
She closed her eyes tighter stilL “I 
was very wary of Americans 
because, you know, they would 
hold up one nylon in front of you 
and ask, ‘Do you want the 
other?’ ” 

If it had not been for the war, 
Enid Brazil, a teenage swimming 
champ ion with a shelf full of 
trophies, might have been on her 
way to the Olympics. Instead, as 
the protected youngest child of a 
middle-class family in Birming- 
ham, she was doing a “■safe” job in 
a high-class grocery store andget- 
ting in as much physical exercise as . 
possible, in the hope that there 
would be interna t ional sports 
events after the war. 

Skating at the city ice rink, she 
met a well-mannered G. L in the 
Ordnance Corps and invited him 
home to tea. It seemed the polite 
thing to do and she knew her 
mother would approve. “Mother 
would often make GIs welcome 
because they were lonely and she 
was hospitable. It was her con- 
tribution to the war effort." 

Reina Solomon's family home 
in tiie East End of London was 
totally demolished during the Bat- 
tie of Britain. Saved by tte Ander- 
son shelter in the bade yard (“we 
were growing brussel sprouts on 
top of it for Christmas dinner)”, 
she moved to Salisbury in Wilt- 
shire, where she got a job in a 
dress shop. 

A girl-friend persuaded her to 
attends social for troops stationed 
in the neighborhood. While they 
were sitting in the tea room, two 
American soldiers asked them to 
dance. Reina’s partner bought her 
a peanut batter sandwich. He said 
he would like to see her again but 
she couldn't believe he was scii- 
ous.“He was so good looking and 
I was so plain.” 

June, Enid and Reina, along 
with 30,000 other British girls, 
became war brides of American 
soldiers stationed in Britain. At 
that time most British people 
thought it was a glamorous and 
slightly reprehensible thing to do.

June Warren, nee Willock, is 

now the wife of a successful lawyer 

(the same army captain she met on 
the boat), recently retired as Dean 
of the Columbia Law School and 
the president of an international 
pharmaceutical corporation. They 
live in a substantial and gjaoous 
house m New Jersey, fitfnisbed 
with Eng lish antiques. The large 
and sunny living room gives 
impression of well-ordered com- 


fort — needlepoint cushions on 
tiie sofa, an (til painting of an 
ancestor (June’s) above the grand 
piano, sunlit trees seen through 
leaded windows. 

June was born to a fife like this. 
The only chOd of an air vice- 
marshal, she was at finishing 
school in Paris when war broke 
out. She went on to drama school 
in London against Mummy and 
daddy’s better judgment— daddy 
being convinced that the patriotic 
thing to do at this stage was a 
ladylike warjjob. 

He scotched a marvellous 
opportunity for her to appear in a 
West End magi c al with Beatrice 
Lillie and she compromised by 
joining tbeATS — later the 
Women's RoyalArmy Corps.

“We talked about the food we 
missed so I wrote to one or two 
Rn gKsh firms and they sent me 
bulk orders: plum puddings, pick- 
led onions, tins of steak and kid- 
ney pie, Bovril and Bisto. I used to 
go to tiie docks with my station 
wagon and stand in line with tiie 
stevedores. It was a tremendous 
amount of work, ail voluntary. All 
told I imported ten tons of food, 
but I gave up in the late 50s when 
British food started to be 
imported commercially." 

Reina Andrews (nee Solomon) 
is one of Cosmopolitan Associ- 
ates' staunchest members. Her 
husband Peter, a teletype 
operator, recently retired and they 
live near the Atlantic shore of 
New York City. 

She is immensely proud of her 

home with its English flower beds. 

Its vivid a stro t ur f lawn (“you can’t 
grow grass here as green as they do 
in Rn glyn ^j and kind you can 
hose down if the dog messes”), its 
recreation room furnished Eke an 
English pub and its doorbell which 
plays “God Save the Queen." .

The esdplay is a valuable 
weapon used tv declarer to 
gain a trick be might other- 
wise lose. There are all kinds 
of endplays, and which one a 
declarer uses depends on the 
surrounding cirannstances. 

Consider this case where 
West led a club. Declarer saw 
at once that he would make 
the «iara 'miw« be got unlocky 
and lost two diamond tricks. 
So. to minimise that danger, 
declarer embarked upon a 
campaign to eliminate the 
black suits from both hands 
before tackling the key suit, 
diamonds. 

In line with that, South won 
the dub lead with die ace and 


opponents following suit This 
favorable development 
assured the contract 100 per 
cent! 

South now cashed the king of 
dubs, discarding a Hiamml 
from dummy, and then ruffed 
a dab in dummy. Next came 
the A-K of spades, declarer 
discarding a diamond, 
followed by a spade ruff in the 
dosed hand. When South now 
led the ten of diamonds and 
played low from dummy. East 
w on die trick with the queen 
but then had to yield the slam 
whether be returned a 
diamond or a dub.

Carter, governors huddle 
on energy at Camp David 


WASHINGTON, July 7 (AP) — President 
Jimmy Carter, searching for fresh domestic policies, 
Saturday closeted himself with eight state gover- 
nors as aides worked on options for a new energy 
program. 

The governors’ overnight visit to Camp David, 
Maryland, the presidential retreat where Carter has 
secluded himself since Tuesday, was the latest 
development in a series of meetings aides say will 
run “well into next week.” 

The “domestic summit’ 1 follows by several days a 
bleak, bluntly worded internal memorandum that 
warned Carter his administration was facing “the 
worst of times.” 

Searching for solutions to his problems. Carter 
cancelled a weekend appearance and instead, 
summoned the bipartisan delegation for a meeting 
late Friday. 

The speech cancellation was Carter’s second in 
two days. A nationally televised address oo energy 
scheduled for Thursday night was suddenly and 
without explanation scrubbed Wednesday. 

With Carter at Camp David, in what seemed to 
underscore the potential political impact of his deci- 
sions on energy and economic matters, were several 
lieutenants from his 1976 campaign. . 

Also with the president was Chief Domestic 
Affairs Adviser Stuart Eizenstat, who last week told 
his boss that the energy crisis could do to this 
administration what the Vietnam war had done to. 
others. 

“You must address ... enormous credibility and 
management problems" in the Department of 
Energy, “which equal in public perception those 
which State or Defense had during Vietnam 


(whether fairly or not),” Eizenstat wrote in a memo 
obtained by the “Washington Post” and which he 
confirmed to the newspaper. 

Eizenstat urged the president to blame the coun- 
try* s energy and related economic problems on the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
the oil-producing group that has raised its prices 60 
per cent this year. 

“With strong steps we can mobilize the nation 
around a real crisis and with a clear enemy — 
OPEC," he wrote, adding: “We should seize this 
opportunity now and with all our skill. If we fail to 
do so, the late hour may foreclose a similar oppor- 
tunity coming our way.” 

While the president met with his political advis- 
ers, aides were sifting through a number of propos- 
als to end long gasoline lines, promote fuel conser- 
vation and cut reliance on imported oil. 

Neither Energy Secretary James Schlesinger nor 
Treasury Secretary Michael Blumenthal was 
invited to the first round of meetings. Their absence 
fueled speculation Carter may shake up his official 
family, notably the energy department and perhaps 
the “hierarchy at the White House. 

The official said energy and economy are key 
issues in the discussions, but that the talks go 
beyond those subjects. 

The governors who met with Carter were Julian 
Carroll of Kentucky, president of the Governors 
Association; Otis Bowen of Indiana; Hugh Carey of 
New York; Ella Grasso of Connecticut; Brendan 
Byrne of New Jersey, James Hunt of North 
Carolina; George Busbee of Georgia and Dixy Lee 
Ray of Washington. 



Come-from-behind victory over Tanner 

Borg takes Wimbledon men’s title in five sets 


WIMBLEDON, July 7 ( AP) — 
Bjorn Borg of Sweden retained 
the men's singles title at the 
Wimbledon Open Tennis Champ- 
ionships here Saturday when he 
beat Roscoe Tanner of the United 
States 6-7, 6-1, 3-6, 6-3, 6-4 in the 
final 

Borg’s nerves held like strands 
of steel against the cannonball 
attack of Tanner during an excit- 
ing match on the famous center 
court here. At one point. Tanner 
had been leading two sets to one 
before Borg pressed his attack to 
take the last two sets. 

The 23-year-old Borg, unchal- 
lenged as no. 1 men's player in the 
world, became the first to string 
four titles here since the old chal- 
lenge round was abolished in 
1922. 

A New Zealander. Anthony 
Wilding, captured the crown in 
1910 and repeated in three suc- 
cessive years under a format in 
which the champion sat out the 
tournament until the final. 

Borg displayed tremendous 
poise and patience in standing up 
under the nearly* relentless pres- 
sure of Tanner, a husky moun- 
taineer out of Tennessee with a 
lightning-fast service which has 
been timed up to 153 miles per 
hour. 

The fifth-seeded Tanner, serv- 
ing and volleying with killing final- 
ity, took the battle to Borg from 
the time the first ball was hit and 
battled the heavily favored 
champion shot for shot until his 
mighty game finally became 
unhinged in the fourth game of the 
fourth set, allowing Borg to rally 
for victory after traflingin sets 1-2. 

The match produced an exciting 
climax to an otherwise mundane 
Wimbledon, and the packed 
center court gallery of 17,000 
roared wildly with every shot. 

Borg wa s the favorite of the 
teenyboppers, teen-age fans, who 


kept up a constant chant 

“Borg, Borg, Borg.” 

But Tanner had his supporters 
— those who love the underdog — 
among them four English youths 
who camped at the gates for 176 
hours with pro-Tanner signs wait- 
ing to buy tickets. 

Tenner, 27, a highly ranked 
tour regular out of Lookout 
Mountain, Term., who attended 
Stanford University, and later 
moved his residence to Palm 
Springs, Calif-, was given little or 
no chance against the young 
Swede. 

The legalized London bookies 
bad him a 5 - 1 underdog in the 
betting, with Borg an odds-on

The battle see-sawed through 
the viciously fought first set, 
decided with a pulsating tie break 
when neither could break service 
through the first 12 games right to 
file end. 

In the final set. Tanner after los- 
ing his service in the first game, 
fought back and had two points for 
break in the eighth game. 

But two bad errors by the 
American and a brace of whizzing 
passing shots by Borg allowed the 
Swede to survive the crisis. 

Tanner netted a service return. 
There was a brief rally which 
reached close quarters at the net. 

■ Borg scored on a well-placed 
volley, then went to 40-love. 

Tanner refused to quit. He out- 
fought Borg on two subsequent 
volleys, deuced the game when 
Borg hit weakly in the net, but it 
was just whistling past the 
graveyard. 

Borg forced Tanner into an error 
to get to his fourth match point, 
then saw the door dose when 
Tanner got a bad bounce and hit 
the ball wide of the court.

“She would, of coarse, have 
been gracious,” said Miss Ryan’s 
niece, Elizabeth Patridge. “She 
was a sportswoman to the end. But 
I amglad it has happened this way. 
It is much better for her." 

Miss Ryan won 12 ladies' dou- 
bles and seven mixed doubles’ 
championships at Wimbledon 
between 1914 and 1934. But the 
single's title, in which she was 
twice runner-up, eluded her.

Map released 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.s. space agency released maps 
Friday showing broad areas of the 
world which will be in the path of 
Skylab Wednesday, when the 
space laboratory is most likely to 
smash apart and fall to earth. 

But the maps merely suggested 
what cities could be in the path of 
the 77.5-ton laboratory when it 


sprays debris over an area 4,000 
miles long and 100 miles wide. 

No one will know until the final 
minutes when and where Skylab 
will break up. Most of the station 
will burn up in the atmosphere, 
but about 500 pieces are expected 
to hit earth. One will weigh nearly 

5,000 pounds, and another 3,950, 
but most will be under 10 pounds. 

At a news briefing, Richard 
Smith, the official at the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administ- 
ration in charge of the Skylab 
re-entry program, gave renewed 
assurances that “in no case are we 
talking about a rain of debris.” 


PEKING, July 7 (AP) — The 
People’s Republic of China, estab- 
lished 30 years ago, took a long 
step towards the rule of law Satur- 
day when it published rules on 
how to proceed in criminal cases, 
the first in its brief history. 

Called “ the law of criminal pro- 
cedure,” it is the framework for 
the various codes of criminal and 
commercial law passed by the 
nation’s parliament July 1. 

It not only permits appeals to 
higher courts by the accused, but 
by forbidding the imposition of a 
stifler sentence by the appelate 
body, actually encourages them. 

In some countries, including 
Japan, a convicted person may 
have his sentence increased. 

The procedural law stresses the 
rights of the individual, a drastic 
change in the attitudes of the 
courts since 1954. 

It is forbidden to.extort confes- 
sions or to collect evidence by 
threat, enticement, deceit or 
“other Illegal means.” 


Economic diesel engine 
claimed by German firm 
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BONN, July 7 (R) — A West 
German engineering firm cla ims it 
has developed a direct- injection 
diesel engine using 35 percent less 
fuel than normal diesel-powered 
cars. 

A spokesman for Elfbett (Cons- 
truction in the southern town of 
Hilpo (stein said Friday his firm 
had developed the 1.6-liter 
“Elfko” car engine from the sys- 
tem used to power diesel trucks. 

He said the engine avoided “ail 
the drawbacks of truck engines .” 
It was quieter, suffered less from 
vibration and emitted less fames. 

He said Elfbett had contacted 
motor manufacturers around the 
world and had already signed con- 
tracts with some, which he 
declined to name. 

The current passenger car diesel 
systems’in corporate a chamber in 
which ignition occurs, releasing 
the resultant energy into the 
cylinders. 

The Elfko, and conventional 
truck engines, inject diesel oil 
directly into the cylinders. The 
spokesman said it retained more 
heat for combustion and needed 
less cooling. 

He said Elfbett had built several 
variations of the basic 1.6 liter 
capacity engine, which it had fitted 
into Golf (Rabbit) cars produced 
hv West Germany's Volkswagen 


firm. 

Volkswagen also offers diesel 
versions of the Golf and the 
spokesman claimed that the Elf- 
bett engine produced three brake 
horse power more than the 34 bhp 
developed by the Volkswagen 
engine and had a better all- round 
•performance. 

Dutch laud 
Saudi oil move 

THE HAGUE, July 7 (SPA) — 
The Dutch ’government Saturday 
lauded the Saudi decision to 
increase oil production and 
praised Saudi Arabia' s “ moderate 
policy” in the oil field. 

In a statement the government 
referred to the “great role" played 
by Saudi Arabia and said its deci- 
sion will have a moderating influ- 
ence on oil prices worldwide. 


The law now also says that the 
accused has the right to counsel by 
a lawyer, close relatives, friends or 
representatives of the organiza- 
tion in which he works. 

As in Western countries, cases 
must be heard in public and the 
accused has the right of the last 
say. 

Arrests can be made only after a 
court warrant is obtained and his 
family or employer must be notified; 
within 24 hours of the reasons for 
his detention. If within 24 hours 
no grounds for keeping him axe 
found, he must be released 
immediately. 

An accused person can be held 
no longer than two months and in 
usual circumstances three, but 
only with the consent of the court. 
Trials are to be held in four or six 
months. 

One of the unusual provisions 
requires die collection of evidence 
both for and against the suspect. 

The new legal code wiU, if it is to 
succeed in protecting the rights of 
the accused, require at least 

10.000 lawyers and more than 

200.000 judicial personnel, 
according to Qian Duansbeng 
(Chien Tuan -she ng). a noted jur- 
ist 

Under China’s first constitution 
in 1954 many of the rights now 
prescribed were guaranteed. Dur- 
ing the months which followed its 
passage, there were a maximum of 
2,500 lawyers. 

Subsequently they all but dis- 
appeared when it became suspect 
for lawyers to defend persons 
accused of crimes, particularly 
political offences. Those who did 
so were accused of shielding the 
accused. 

Lawyers already have been 
defending clients, Chien said, and 
the national response has' been 
electric. A large number of new 
lawyers must be trained, he added. 

The legal reforms along with the 
grant of free elections at the 
county level have aroused consid- 
erable interest througbof the 
country. Many Chinese are taking 
a wait-and-see attitude, however, 
watching to see how the law is 
applied.

Swissair to cancel Beirut stop 

ZURICH, July 7 ( AP) — A Swissair spokesman said Saturday that 
the airline will suspend regular flights to Beirut later this month 
because of increased security risks. 

He said shooting near the Beirut Airport runways and corridors 
has broken out so often recently that “there is a potential danger” 
He said he had no details on the Beirut situation. 

Under an agreement with Middle East Airlines, passengers would 
be taken over by that carrier, he added. 


JAKARTA, July 7 (AP) — 
Authorities towed a wooden boat 
carrying 800 recently-arrived Vie- 
tnamese out to sea Saturday as 
.Indonesia continued to enforce its 
blockade against Indochinese 
boat people. 

The boat people had sought 
refuge on the island of Blntan in 
the Riau Archipelago between 
Singapore and the Indonesian 
island of Sumatra, the newspaper 
“Sinar Harapan" reported. 

The government announced 
meanwhile . it would move 
refugees already in the Rian 
^tchipelago to a proposed proces- 
sing center site on the island of 
Gakng, 25 miles southwest of 
Singapore. Officials said Galang 
initially would be able to shelter 

2.000 refugees. 

About 55,000 Vietnamese , 
refugees now are living in temper- I 
ary shelter in Indonesia, waiting 
for assignment to permanent 
homes in the West 

Malaysia, which has about 

74.000 boat people, said the 
refugee problem m that country 
could be solved within a year if 
pledges are kept by Western 
nations for additional entry per- 
mits and other assistance. 

The government announced the 


transfer of the 2,000 refugees 
after a meeting chaired by Foreign 
Minister Mochtar Kusumaat- 
madja. 

The island, with a local popula- 
tion of about 6,000 people, was 
said to have the capacity to pro- 
cess about 10,000 persons at one 
time pending their departure for 
other countries. - 

Indonesia offered the island last 
May on condition that the 
UNHCR guarantee that it only be 
a transient camp and die boat 
people be quickly accepted by 
other nations. 

The United States, Australia 
and Canada have pledged to pro- 
vide money for it. 

The announcement said all pre- 


parations for the development of 
the island, including clean water 
reserves, have been made. Con- 
struction of other facilities is to be 
carried out after ail funds are 
received from the developed 

countries. 

Development of the center is 
expected to begin by November 
this year. 

Construction of about 25 
kilometers of road on the island » 
to be carried out by the depart- 
ment of public works within the 
next two weeks at tire latest, tbc 
announcement said.
